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LETTER OF TRANSMITTAL 

To His Excellency, Ben W, Olcott, Governor of the State of Oregon, and 
the Honorable Legislative Assembly of the State of Oregon: 

Pursuant to the requirements of the statute of 1903, creating the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics and Inspector of Factories and Workshops, 
I have the honor of submitting to you the Ninth Biennial Report of the 
Bureau of Labor of the State of Oregon, covering the period from Octo- 
ber 1, 1918, to September 30, 1920. 

During the past two years the work of the department has increased 
greatly over any preceding biennium, not only on account of new duties 
added by legislation passed at the regular and special sessions of the 
legislature in 1919 and 1920, but also because of the increased number of 
requests made for assistance in adjusting or unravelling complicated 
disputes. 

As provided by statute we also are submitting for your information 
some recommendations that the department feels should be presented 
and given consideration. 

It is the opinion of this office that provision should be made for at 
least one woman in the department whose duties would be to make regular 
inspections of workshops in which women and children are employed, 
and to compel observance of laws, orders and rules affecting women in 
industry. 

Additional legislation should be passed to provide the necessary funds 
to properly carry out the provisions of Chapter 48, Greneral Laws of Ore- 
gon, 1920, known as the Safety Standard Act, particularly with reference 
to the inspection of boilers, elevators and electrical installations. 

Of all the complaints coming to the bureau for adjustment, the most 
common are claims for wages earned which the workers are unable to 
collect. This applies to both men and women, and additional legislation 
which would have a corrective effect on these abuses is recommended, for 
we know that to deal with the worker unjustly and to default in payment 
of wages earned is to encourage and breed dangerous radicalism. 

The above recommendations we have dealt with separately under their 
proper headings.

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INDUSTRIAL DIRECTORY OF OREGON 

The publication of this industrial directory of Oregon is intended to 
meet the demand from within the state and to furnish information to 
other states, from which we have received numerous inquiries regarding 
Oregon industries. It is hoped that the information given in this directory 
may be a factor in promoting the industrial growth of the state. 

As the directory is the first of its kind ever published by a department 
in the state, the bureau has no standard set by previous compilations 
from which to work, and, as in our survey for statistics of manufacturers, 
the directory is limited to those plants using more than two horsepower. 

Many states which make a practice of keeping an up-to-date industrial 
directory find it necessary to conduct a continual survey to familiarize 
the public with industrial conditions in their respective states. It is of 
the greatest importance that like surveys be made in the state of Oregon, 
and funds should be provided for such work sufficient to include not only 
all manufacturing industries but also the agricultural field, covering in 
particular soil, crops and value of lands. 

It is the plan of the Bureau of Labor to revise the directory at least 
every two years, and it is hoped that it will prove of sufficient value to 
the state to justify the outlay incident to such revision. 



STATISTICS OF MANUFACTURERS 

The present form of these statistics has been adopted in order 
to bring to the attention of the reader the ever-increasing importance 
of the industries of the state. 

In gathering these statistics the bureau depended largely upon cor- 
respondence, and no attempt was made to cover all thfe plants in the state, 
as there were no available funds for making a personal canvass. Our 
survey was limited to those operations using two or more horsepower. 

We are thankful to all who furnished data for this compilation. Es- 
pecially are we appreciative of and greatly indebted to the State Chamber 
of Commerce and to the Portland Chamber of Commerce for assistance 
rendered. 

We believe that by presenting the statistics in this form the confi- 
dence of the manufacturers will be established and that requests for 
data to be used in future compilations will result in even a greater degree 
of cooperation. 

As these statistics are more comprehensive and in a different form 
from any previous report compiled by this bureau, there is no way of 
comparison, although we feel confident that a gratifying increase could be 
shown in capital invested, value of products, number of wage earners 
and average yearly earnings. 

FACTORY INSPECTION 

One of the most important duties of the Bureau of Labor is factory 
inspection. This work has been done by a force consisting of four male 
inspectors, but witltsuch a small force it is impossible to meet the re- 
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quirements of the state in that line of work. Earnest work, however, 
has brought about remarkable changes, and the bureau has secured the 
hearty cooperation of those in charge of establishments in making the 
workshops and factories more safe and sanitary. 

In the Fall of 1919, the State Industrial Accident Commission, the 
Oregon and Columbia River basin branch of the National Safety Council, 
and the Bureau of Labor, jointly, started an educational campaign in 
accident prevention. Efforts were first directed to the lumber industry, 
as that is considered the largest and one of the most hazardous industries 
in the state. 

By courtesy of the California Industrial Accident Commission and Na- 
tional Safety Council, Chicago, two moving picture films, appropriate for 
use in such a campaign, depicting preventable accidents in the industrial 
field, were shown in a number of the largest lumber centers and were 
well received by the workers and the public. It is believed that through 
this method lasting results can be obtained and that the number of acci- 
dents occurring can be materially reduced. The work will be continued 
by the Oregon and Columbia River basin branch of the National Safety 
Council and the State Industrial Accident Commission. 

Boiler Inspection — Since the adjournment of the last regular session 
of the legislature, six serious boiler explosions have occurred in this state, 
in which ten men were killed and three seriously injured, one being 
maimed for life. Neighboring states have passed legislation against the 
operation of dangerous boilers, with the result that evidence is fast accu- 
mulating showing that Oregon is becoming the dumping ground for 
second-hand boilers the operation of which is not permitted by laws of 
other states. 

The special session in 1920, however, passed a law which will materi- 
ally reduce this hazard. Under this act the Industrial Accident Com- 
mission is authorized to establish safety standards for the construction 
and operation of steam boilers, while the duty of enforcing these stand- 
ards is placed with the Bureau of Labor. 

We believe supplementary legislation should provide for the inspection 
of boilers, for the examination of inspectors, and authority to charge 
fees for boiler inspections sufficient to make this branch of the work 
self-sustaining. 

Under this method the boiler inspectors for the insurance companies 
and the inspectors of the Bureau of Labor would, where qualified, be dep- 
utized as state boiler inspectors. The inspectors for the insurance com- 
panies would submit reports of inspections to the Bureau of Labor as to 
all boilers covered by insurance, thus complying with the law and obviating 
the need of any payment by the owner of an insured boiler other than the 
insurance premium. 

As to all other boilers these would be inspected by boiler inspectors of 
the Bureau of Labor and fees covering the cost of service would be 
charged. 

Elevators — A number of serious accidents have occured in the last 
two years both on passenger and freight elevators. The new safety 
standard law passed in 1920 covers these hazards also, but here, as in 
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the case of boilers, no provision was made for funds with which to carry 
on the proper inspection, and we would recommend, therefore, that an 
inspection fee, sufficiently large to cover such expense, be established. 

Installation of Electrical Equipment and Wiring — Chapter 163, Gen- 
eral Laws of Oregon, 1919, provides for the licensing of all men engaged 
in the business of installing electrical equipment and electric wiring in 
the state, and Chapter 181, General Laws of Oregon, 1919, provides for 
the standardizing of illumination in all factories, mills and workshops. 
The duties of enforcing the provisions of these two laws were placed with 
this bureau. 

Experience has shown that the fees collected for licenses under Chap- 
ter 163, which are intended to be used in enforcing the act, are not ade- 
quate to carry out fully the provisions of these two statutes, and for this 
reason we would recommend the adoption of a fee system. 

We believe that the operators and owners will gladly pay the inspection 
fees in the various branches, provided they receive the efficient service 
which the additional funds recommended would enable the bureau to 
render. 

INCREASE OF 475 MANUFACTURING PLANTS DURING THE TWO 
YEARS, OCTOBER 1, 1918, TO SEPTEMBER 30, 1920 

Industrial plants listed under the factory inspection law on September 
30, 1920, numbered 3,053, and in these plants 8,981 inspections have been 
made during the period from October 1, 1918, to September 30, 1920. 
Plants destroyed by fire or out of business in the two years numbered 
423; and new operations totaled 898, making a net increase of 475 plants. 

Under Chapter 163, General Laws of Oregon, 1919, 1,715 electrical 
inspections were also made in factories, as well as 34 inspections of instal- 
lations of electrical apparatus and wiring in garages, schoolhouses, 
dwellings and other buildings. In addition, 42 investigations were made 
of complaints relative to wiring done without license.

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INDUSTRIAL LIGHTING 

An act was passed by the legislature in 1919 authorizing the Commis- 
sioner of Labor Statistics and Inspector of Factories and Workshops to 
establish certain minimum values for lighting in all places of employment, 
and providing for the appointment of a commission to establish a schedule 
of minimum lighting values. Such commission was to consist of three 
members, one to represent the manufacturing interests, one to represent 
the operating electrical workers, and the third to be an electrical engi- 
neer, and in conformity with this provision the Commissioner of Labor 
appointed the following commission on May 24, 1919 : 

F. C. Knapp, of the Peninsula Lumber Company, Portland, to repre- 
sent the manufacturers; V. H. Haybarker, electrician in the Oregonian 
Building, Portland, to represent the operating electrical workers; and 
F. H. Murphy, an electrical engineer, of Portland. 

This commission held five meetings extending over a period of about 
five months, and at a meeting on November 19, 1919, an industrial light- 
ing code for the state of Oregon was adopted, 4,000 copies of which were 
ordered printed and distributed to the industrial plants in the state. 

The commission made illumination tests with a standard foot candle 
meter in one office building, one manufacturing plant, and one sawmill. 
While the lighting intensity in a few places was found to be below the 
standard the majority of places were well above the requirement. It is 
hoped that a survey can be made of all plants during the coming winter 
with a view to adjusting and correcting any violations found. 

JAPANESE AND CHINESE POPULATION IN STATE OF OREGON 

Many of the Japanese and Chinese laborers are engaged in section work 
on railroads, in hopyards, fish canneries and in sawmills. As the work of 
gathering these data extended over a period of several months, and as 
they change frequently from place to place, engaged for the most part 
in seasonal work, there is a possibility that duplications have occurred, 
but the information is approximately correct. 

In our search we found considerable evidence that Japanese are heavily 
interested in corporations owning large tracts of land. We would, there- 
fore, recommend that legislation be passed compelling all corporations 
to file statements with the assessor, giving a list of their stockholders 
and the amount of stock owned by each. 

The Bureau of Labor is indebted to all who assisted by furnishing 
information for these statistics. Especially do we feel thankful to the 
Japanese and Chinese consuls for their valuable assistance and advice, 
and to the officials of the various counties who so generously assisted 
us in securing data relative to property owned by Japanese and Chinese. 

Tables I, II, III and IV show the approximate number of Japa- 
nese and Chinese in the state of Oregon, number of males and females, 
number married, number of children, also number of children born in 
1919, and indicate to what extent the Japanese and Chinese are engaged 
in business, giving the classes of employment followed for the most part 
by the wage earners. The tables show also the approximate percentage 
spent for domestic and foreign goods, the average yearly income, average 
amount spent yearly for house rent, and the amount of real estate owned 
by Japanese and Chinese as well as the assessed valuation of same. 

In securing the data for these tables, every county in the state was 
visited and where Japanese or Chinese were found to reside a number 
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of them were interviewed. It was learned in this way that compared with 
six or seven years ago the total expenditure for domestic goods is now 
considerably larger. This condition, however, is no doubt due to the 
curtailment of shipping facilities during the war. *- 

GENERAL INDUSTRIAL STATISTICS 

Table V shows the values of ground, buildings, machinery, output for 
1919, and capital in companies, covering only plants using two horsepower 
or over. 

In this table a comparison of investments is shown in the various 
industries in the state as indicated by the values of the grounds and 
buildings occupied, value of the machinery used in manufacturing pro- 
cesses, capital in the firmjs of each group, and the value of the manu- 
factured product during 1919. 

A number of firms are operating on leased premises, and as the 
lessees in the most cases were unwilling to place an arbitrary value on 
same, totals are not given for all the firms listed. 

Some firms, too, have no working capital aside from that actually in- 
vested in the machinery, and others failed to furnish the value of output, 
as no record had been kept of same. 

From the point of investment and value of output, the class listed as 
metal products is first, followed by food products, and wood and wood 
products. It will be noted, however, that shipyards are classified under 
the heading metal products, and as these statistics cover the year 1919, 
this may not be a permanent condition. 

The average daily wage is shown in table VI, covering both males 
and females, skilled and unskilled, in the same industries as covered in 
table V. The total number of employes is given also, and the total 
amount paid in wages in the year 1919. 

Due to the fact that some replies to our questionnaire were incomplete, 
we have attempted to show only the information furnished us by indi- 
cating in each column the number of firms actually reporting. 

The labor cost for every $100,000.00 of output for the year 1919 is 
shown in table VII. 

It is to be noted that the industries listed under the heading of wood 
and wood products take the lead in this table, rather than metal products 
as in table III, because labor cost is greater per $100,000.00 of output in 
those industries. Food products are next in line, followed by metal, 
products. 

Table VIII compares the number of females to total number of em- 
ployes, and wage scale, dealing with women in industry and covering all 
plants with three or more women employes. 

The number of male employes is also given to show in what pro- 
portion women are employed, as well as the average wage for males and 
females. Piece workers are also noted in the table. 

Table IX deals with women in industry as to the number of days 
worked per week — less than six days, six days and seven days — ^and as 
to the number of hours worked each day — ^less than eight hours, eight 
hours, over eight and under nine hours, and nine hours. 

Table X shows the number of women in industry supporting depen- 
dents, their marital condition, and the number of dependents, children and 
adults.

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PROSECUTIONS 

It is, indeed, gratifying to report that during the last biennium the 
Bureau of Labor has been compelled to institute only three prosecutions, 
two of which came under Chapter 163, Greneral Laws of Oregon, 1919, 
for failure to procure a license before undertaking a job of electrical 
wiring. In each of these cases a plea of guilty was entered and a fine 
of $5.00 and costs assessed by the court. 

The third case covered the employment of a minor under 16 years of 
age as a signal boy in a logging camp. A plea of not guilty was entered 
by the employer, who claimed that the boy had been taken out to the 
woods and put to work by his father, then working in the camp, without 
his the employer's knowledge. The court found for the defendant. 

ADJUSTMENT OF WAGES AND OTHER CLAIMS 

Complaints totaling 491 have been filed in the main office of the 
Bureau of Labor during the last biennium by workers needing assistance 
and advice. 

The service which the bureau was called upon to render covered a wide 
field, the most common request being for assistance in securing settlement 
for wages earned. Other complaints were relative to defective equipment, 
hazardous employment, dangerous schoolhouses, protests against hospital 
fees charged by some employers, violation of the Industrial Welfare 
Commission rulings and of the eight hour law on public works. 

A number of these cases were adjusted after making a personal 
investigation and others through correspondence. In some, however, the 
bureau was unsuccessful in securing settlements. Cases handled are 
classified as follows:

BRANCH OFFICE IN PORTLAND 

(Report of activities of the office in Portland, in charge of Deputy Labor Com- 
missioner W. H. Fitzgerald.) 

In submitting a resume of the work falling to the branch office of the 
Bureau of Labor, established early in the year 1919 in room 501, Court- 
house, Portland, it is in order to say that the demands made upon the office 
and the number of persons to whom services were rendered fully justify 
the extension of the department to enable it to a greater extent to function 
in the metropolis of the state. 

Scarcely is there to be found a state, like Oregon, where the metrop- 
olis, numerically and industrially, embraces about one-third of the com- 
monwealth, which has the capital located elsewhere. The work of the 
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Bureau of Labor is such as to be devoted principally to industrial cen- 
ters. Many interested had for some time urged the opening of an office 
in Portland whereby much work could be expedited and many people be 
given attention who would otherwise unload their troubles on other bu- 
reaus or find no one to shoulder their burdens. . 

On the compilation of this report, completing eighteen months of the 
activities of the office, the records have to show that service in sqme 
manner was rendered to 2,206 persons. Of this number 203 were women. 
The cases are classified as follows: 

Wages adjusted : 

Male 365 

Female 34 

Efforts to adjust wages — no results 462 

Refund of fees, etc., from employment agencies: 

Male 315 

Female 21 

Application for refund of employment fees, etc. — no case 160

For the 399 men and women to whom we were helpful in some way or 
other in adjusting their wage disputes, or, as in most cases, actually serv- 
ing as collector, the sums involved in the aggregate show a total of 
$17,114.70. 

The country over, the Labor Commissioner is looked upon by a large 
part of our people as the one who can by some magic or otherwise correct 
all abuses by merely waving his official wand. Most firmly is imbedded 
in the minds of many people the belief that the Labor Commissioner has 
but to say the word to bring forth a delayed wage payment. To make 
some believe otherwise is at times most difficult. To avert possible dis- 
appointment, when a person comes in with a wage claim, we invariably 
call attention to the fact that we have no special authority to intervene, 
but that we will gladly assist in any way possible. Repeatedly we hear : 
"If the Labor Commissioner can not collect wages, what is he for?" 
The appreciation shown by those who are the beneficiaries of this work 
is always gratifying. It can not but impress one that they leave the 
office better citizens. Quite true, the majority of them are not native 
to our land; seldom one comes who holds membership in a labor organiza- 
tion, and the only one he can turn to is the Labor Commissioner. To turn 
one away without exhausting the resources of persuasion or to exercise 
the good offices of the department to bring about adjustment would be 
more than amiss. 

Too often we fail. For 462 persons who came to this office to set 
up claims that they earned various sums of money and after the work 
was performed were unable to collect their wages, we were unable to 
render any assistance whatever, unless it was to explain the possibilities 
of relief in the civil courts. But rarely would the claimants appear to 
be in a position to institute legal proceedings to enforce collection. 

To afford relief to deserving claimants, the Labor Commissioner 
should be given authority to intervene. Our neighboring state of Cali- 
fornia by statute vests the Labor Commissioner with such authority, 
clothed in this language: 

"The commissioner and his representative duly authorized by him in 
writing, shall have the power and authority, when in his judgment he 
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deems it necessary, to take assignment of wage claims and prosecute 

actions for the collection of wages and other demands of persons who are 

financially unable to employ counsel in cases in which, in the judgment of 

the commissioner, the claims are valid and enforceable in the courts; 
♦ ♦ ♦ »» 

SMALL CLAIMS COURT 

Where the amount involved in a wage claim is $20.00 or less, after 
failing to adjust and it appearing the claim is valid, we have frequently 
referred the claimant to the small claim court, where satisfactory settle- 
ment would soon be reached. 

The small claims court is a useful institution, serving a good purpose, 
and it is regretted that its limitations can not be extended to have juris- 
diction over claims involving a larger sum than $20.00. 

The most satisfactory method that we have employed in ironing out 
wage differences is by inducing employer and employe to meet in our 
office and talk it over. The matter is usually settled before they leave. 
A number of times we have been asked to act as arbiter and the subse- 
quent award would be cheerfully accepted. Two exceptions, however, 
have been experienced, in which the losing party rebelled against the 
award. In each instance the matter then came before the civil courts 
and the judgments rendered there differed but little from the arbiter's 
decision. 

The next largest classified group has been listed as ^'miscellaneous 
service." These came in. with every imaginable purpose, from assisting 
in preparing a mechanic's lien to filling out a claim to the baggage 
master to recover for the loss of a roll of blankets. Many, handicapped 
by a lack of knowledge of the English language, required that letters 
be written with a view of straightening out personal affairs. Many seek 
advice and guidance concerning matters in which they have become en- 
meshed, whom we endeavor to assist and to give such information as we 
have at hand or that may be obtainable. 

We have received 112 complaints that labor laws have been violated. 
When possible personal investigation has been made, and when found 
well grounded, further infractions were stopped and promise secured of 
future compliance with the law. A number relate to the observance of 
rulings of the Industrial Welfare Commission. Usually the allegation 
affects hours women are required or permitted to work, and seldom com- 
plain of employers not paying women the minimum wage. 

HOSPITAL AND MEDICAL FEES 

Continually camp workers call to complain of the necessity of sub- 
mitting to a deduction from their pay envelope of from $1.00 to $1.50, 
charged to them to insure hospital and medical treatment; this after 
having already the same month paid for this protection at another camp. 
Still others resent being charged the full fee for a short period of work. 
It is not an uncommon experience for a worker to have a charge of $1.25 
or $1.50 for hospital and medical service deducted from his pay check 
when he has worked but a day or less. That they are required to pay 
hospital and medical fees, even though without any voice in the selection 
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of the physician, is not so objectionable to workingmen as the practice of 
making men pay the second or even possibly the third time within a 
month when they are already protected, giving them nothing additional 
for their money, together with the fact that often a full charge is made 
for a short period of work, which procedure causes much indignation. 
Seldom are we able to afford any relief, though occasionally an employer 
will see the injustice of it and make amends. 

There is need of legislation requiring that the expense assessed 
against workingmen for this service be based, proportionately, on the 
number of days the employe actually worked. This would go a long way 
in remedying a condition that is now the cause of many bitter complaints. 

FEE-CHARGING EMPLOYMENT AGENCIES 

Employment agencies which charge a fee for information leading to 
a job, with the exception of those that recruit only teachers and clerical 
help, are licensed and regulated by the Labor Commissioner. The license 
charge is graduated according to population of location, ranging from a 
maximum of $50.00 a year for cities of over 150,000 to a minimum of $2.50. 

There are now twenty-seven employment offices licensed by the state, 
with one each in Astoria, Baker, Klamath Falls, Prineville and Condon, 
the remainder being in Portland. The regulation of these offices is no 
small task. A number of the employment agents conduct their business 
in a clean, upright manner, being careful to inform themselves as to the 
character of the jobs and surrounding conditions when sending men out, 
and willing to repair the damage if something goes wrong and the appli- 
cant fails to connect with the job. On the other hand, some refund to 
applicants only when they are forced. Wrongfully placing the burden 
of proof entirely on the returned worker and sitting tight until the person 
appeals to our office, or some other authority, the employment agent, if 
it can be clearly shown that he is liable to the applicant, will then reluc- 
tantly make refund. The law requires the employment agent to refund 
fee and fare both ways if the applicant fails to secure work or if the job 
turns out to be misrepresented; and further, if applicant is discharged 
within two days he is entitled to return of fee only, and if given work for 
less than six days is entitled to return of half of fee only; this being con- 
ditioned upon the employer placing a statement on the employment 
receipt setting out the reasons for the breach in their relationship. Em- 
ployers quite naturally shape the statement from their own viewpoint, 
or, as is often the case, refuse to make any statement whatever. If a 
case of this description emanates from an office where the agent is 
inclined to take refuge behind the technical construction of the law, then 
satisfactory adjustment is most difficult. 

The one continuous complaint for which at present there seems to be 
no redress, is that there is no provision by which men can recover for the 
loss of time when sent long distances and the job fails to materialize. 
Frequently men are sent to places, fail to receive employment for some 
reason or other, lose two, three or four days by the trip, and when back 
at the starting point, if everything is regular, recover the fee and fare, 
but their time is wasted because some one has bungled or misrepresented. 

The law should be amended. The employment agrent accepts money 
for which he undertakes to give correct information that will insure a 
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person a certain described job. If something miscarries he should repair 
the damage. If one takes away a workingman's time, without recompense, 
he is the cause of material damage. 

Some peculiar defenses are occasionally resorted to. For instance, 
an employment agent may be called upon to refund to a man who has 
hired out to cut hay. Rain suddenly setting in, the work is made imprac- 
ticable and has to be abandoned, temporarily at least. The agent takes 
the position that he is in no manner the cause of the rain and for that 
reason should not be expected to repay the haymaker for loss of time 
and expenses. 

The bitterness engendered by mistreatment of labor at the hands of 
employment agents has often been made the topic of a dissertation. It 
is more easily understood when one stops to consider that the patrons of 
employment offices are a class that are usually out of work, often stran- 
gers in the community, running low in the pocket, without influential 
friends to help them secure work, and likely having failed of their own 
efforts to locate a job, they finally are forced by circumstances to part 
with perhaps their last dollar for a chance to work. Then when they 
think they have been deceived, be it true or otherwise, they express their 
feelings in no uncertain way. They feel that the world is against them 
and many resent it with a spirit of desperation. Such a spectacle affords 
a study in psychology and will likely continue to be the ground for debate 
as to the moral right of society to permit the business of finding a man- 
less job for the jobless man to be a thing to be trafficked in for profit. 
But if conditions relative to the employment agency situation differ in 
Oregon from other communities it will likely be found to the credit of 
this state. The problem has been given considerable attention by the 
Bureau -of Labor. 

In a period of eighteen months we have been successful in adjusting 
claims against employment offices for 336 people, representing the aggre- 
gate sum of $1,776.71. 

One hundred and sixty persons came in with claims against employ- 
ment agents that would not permit of recovery — mostly men dissatisfied 
with being reimbursed for expenses only and demanding wages for loss 
of time. Others, after paying a fee for a job, would find some opportunity 
of employment more attractive and seek return of their money. 

In taking up this work, one of the first things was the preparation 
of a weekly report form by which the department is furnished the names 
of persons recruited, where sent, kind of work, wages offered, and amount 
paid for the information.

From information deduced by the reports submitted, fairly reliable 
data may be obtained to show the drift in labor cost. The figures fol- 
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lowing may morfe fairly represent, especially in a mechanical trade, the 
average wage paid unorganized labor; for but a small percentage of or- 
ganized workers, as, for instance, carpenters, are engaged through the 
medium of employment bureaus. The fluctuation in wages to those 
classified as farm labor is perhaps due to the demands of the season. 
The demand for men on farms late in the year could be more accurately 
classed as caretakers and stock keepers.

The average fee paid by applicants for jobs appears to vary with the 
demand for labor, for the lowest record of placements — December, 1919, 
as indicated by the reports — shows the average to be within a fraction 
of $2.00. The average payment as reported for September, 1920, is $1.85. 

RELATIONS WITH U. S. EMPLOYMENT SERVICE 

The Bureau of Labor has been drawn in close touch with the United 
States Employment Service. 

In April, 1919, Secretary of Labor Wilson, realizing the need of co- 
operation of the states in working out a permanent system of public 
employment offices, sent an invitation to the governor of each state to 
be represented at a conference to be held in Washington, D. C, to work 
out an outline of a bill to be presented to congress. Accordingly, Governor 
Olcott requested Labor Commissioner Gram to nominate one from the 
Bureau of Labor to represent the state of Oregon. It became the privilege 
of the writer to join in the conference. 

After three days* deliberation the conference unanimously agreed on 
an outline of a bill to provide for a national employment system. A bill 
embodying the provisions and principles contained in said outline was 
subsequently prepared by the Department of Labor and recommended to 
congress for passage. Its material features are: 

1. A national system of state operated employment offices. 

2. The federal government to encourage and foster the maintenance 
and operation of employment offices by appropriation of money to match 
the amounts set aside by the states. 

3. Such payment to be conditioned upon the conduct of the state em- 
ployment system in accordance with uniform rules and regulations and 
with the standards of efficiency prescribed by the director general with 
the approval of the Secretary of Labor. 

Sig. 2. 
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The federal appropriation to put the system in operation, as tenta- 
tively suggested by the Department of Labor, was placed at $4,000,000.00 
annually. 

If congress should agree to such an amount, the proposed system of 
allotment based on population, would provide a maximum of $25,905.00 
to Oregon each year. 

If any state fails to take advantage of, or rejects, the tender of federal 
cooperation in establishing a system of employment offices, then it is 
contemplated that the United States employment service shall independ- 
ently maintain such service to the extent of the state's allotment. 

Until such time as the state lawmaking bodies can enact the requisite 
legislation and appropriation to effect cooperation, it is proposed that the 
federal employment service shall operate to the extent of the state's 
allotment. 

The bill was introduced in congress and is now known as the Kenyon- 
Nolan bill. 

It has received favorable consideration in conference and is reported 
to be in a favorable position for action at the next session of congress. 

FEDERAL DIRECTOR 

In December, 1919, the director general of the United States employ- 
ment service requested Labor Commissioner Gram to select someone con- 
nected with the State Labor Bureau who would volunteer to serve as 
federal director of the United States employment service at a nominal 
salary of one dollar a year. This arrangement was intended to be of a 
'temporary nature only and was proposed for the purpose of keeping 
intact some organization to compile reports, disseminate information, and 
care for the furniture and equipment belonging to the United States 
employment service until such time as congress should decide on a 
program. 

To the writer was assigned the supervisory duties of the federal 
director. The arduous work has been performed by Assistant Federal 
Director L. F. Shinaman, an experienced man, who has devoted his time 
largely to active cooperation with the Portland municipal employment 
office. 

There are in Oregon the following free employment offices actively 
cooperating with the United States employment service: Marshfield, 
Eugene, Salem and Portland. The expense of maintaining the first three 
named offices is borne by the enterprising citizens and civic organizations 
of their respective communities. The offices are ably managed by com- 
petent directors, that at Marshfield by W. J. Rust; at Eugene, F. L. 
Armitage. Both of these made good records in handling the federal office 
and have been continued in charge, there having been no break in their 
activities. Earl Race, city recorder, in charge of the Salem municipal 
office, also is cooperating with the United States employment service. 

The Portland free employment bureau, which gave way to the federal 
service during the war and remained inactive until December, 1919, is 
again making itself a useful factor to both employer and employe. The 
directorship is held by Arthur W. Jones, with A. B. Brown and C. B. 
Green as assistant directors.

The service of a free employment bureau, whether national or local, 
is of inestimable value. As an institution it is an approach to a solution 
of the problem of labor "turn over." The business of hiring and discharg- 
ing men has come to be recognized by farseeing men in industry as one 
deserving of the most thoughtful attention. The endless procession of men 
coming and going, with the ensuing waste of manpower, blasted hopes, 
demoralization and discontent, is a spectacle that bodes evil to the nation. 

REPORTS OF TRADES UNIONS AND MEMBERS 

In response to a questionnaire sent to the trades unions of the state, 
returns were received from 119 organizations representing a membership 
of 22,561. Of the number filing reports, 72 came from unions in Portland, 
representing 19,734 members; the remaining 47 from out of Portland, 
representing 2,837 members. 

On authority of union officials, there are about 85 chartered locals in 
Portland and in the neighborhood of 75 in the state outside of Portland. 
Taking into consideration the estimates and calculations of union officials 
to determine the membership of unions not reporting, in addition to fig- 
ures stated, they would indicate that there are about 23,000 persons 
holding membership in labor unions in Portland and about 4,700 exclusive 
of Portland.

In circulating the questionnaire to labor unions, an opportunity was 
also given individual members to present data relating to their personal 
affairs. To this invitation a few hundred responded: it being gleaned 
therefrom that 58% claimed they had saved no money in the last two 
years; 42% reported having accumulated something, and stated the 
amounts, which would indicate an average of $259.00 for the year 1918, 
and an average of $228.00 for 1919. 48% claimed that they owned their 
home or had a contract to purchase; the remainder, 52%, claimed to 
be renters. The home owners placed a value on their property which 
when computed indicates an average value of $2,436.00. 

The renters report an average monthly rate as follows: 1918, $16.58; 
1919, $19.88; 1920, $23.70. 

If the quotation of 42% home owners is challenged on the ground 
of not being representative, it may be accounted for in this instance 
by pointing out that the information came voluntarily and without 
personal solicitation, and may have met with a larger proportionate 
response from home owners, who, with pardonable pride, are quite Villing 
to acclaim the fact. 

Taking advantage of the opportunity to offer opinions as to the best 
means to reduce the cost of living and promote the general welfare of 
labor, the following suggestions appear with frequency in the order 
named : 

1. Legislation directed against profiteers. 

2. More wages. 

3. Have all manufactured goods bear price mark. 

4. Give labor share and voice in industry. 
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CONCILIATION AND ARBITRATION 

In this, Oregon is one of the leaders in the United States. The last 
regular session of the legrislature passed an act creating a conciliation 
board and providing ways for arbitration in labor disputes. 

Such a board was duly appointed by the Governor and their report 
speaks for itself. We are convinced that this board is responsible for 
Oregon having fewer strikes and lockouts than any other state in 
the Union. It is to be hoped sincerely that the Legislature will provide 
the means whereby this board can continue its good work. 

The personnel of the board and their report are as follows : 

Wm. F. Woodward, Chairman, Wood-Lark Building; John K. Flynn, 
589 Hoyt Street; Otto R. Hartwig, Secretary, 413 Stock Exchange 
Building, all of Portland. 

Section 14, page 178, General Laws of Oregon, 1919, provides as 
follows : 

"On the 31st day of July of each year tlie state board of conciliation 
shall make a report to the governor, containing such statements, . facts 
and explanations as will disclose its methods and work, with such sugges- 
tions as to legislation conducive to the adjustment of disputes between 
employers and employes as it may deem proper." 

Complying therewith the writer, chairman of and in behalf of the 
State Board of Conciliation, as to the activities of this body since its 
formation under the provisions of this law, submits the follov^ring: 

The Board was organized on July 2, 1919, and immediately entered 
into a hearing as to the matters at issue between the Pacific Telephone 
& Telegraph Co., and their employes, members of International Brother- 
hood of Electrical Workers and Telephone Operators' Union. Findings 
were submitted and inasmuch as the affairs of the Company at that 
time were under the control of the Federal Administration, the inquiry 
could not be conducted on a basis of arbitration. The Board is of the 
opinion, however, that its efforts toward a settlement were productive 
of goo'd and, although, not wholly satisfactory to the employes, hastened 
a settlement of the issues involved. 

On July 23, 1919, the Board sat as arbitrators in wage issue between 
the Grain Handlers and Grain Dock Operators of Portland, Seattle and 
Tacoma. Findings were made by the Board and adopted by both parties 
to this controversy. 

The Board acted as conciliators in issues between Local Union 710, 
Hoisting Portable and Shipyard Engineers and Independent Paving Co., 
Hassam Paving: Co., Warren Construction Co., and Oskar Huber, on 
July 28 and 30, and August 4 and 5, 1919, the employers in the 
controversy declining to accept arbitration. The Board referred its 
findings to the State Highway Commission, which in turn stated the 
matters at issue' were outside their jurisdiction. No further action 
has been taken. 

On August 14, 1919, the Board acted as arbitrators in a controversy 
as to wages between mill operators and employes at Bend, Oregon, i. e. 
Brooks Scanlon Lumber Co. and Shelvin, Hixon Co. Several hearings 
were held and the findings of the Board were accepted by both parties. 

On September 9th the Board, acting as conciliators, held a hearing 
at Astoria between the Port of Astoria and several of its employes. 
Recommendations were made by the Board providing for a further 
hearing if the issues were found to be impossible of settlement locally. 
No further hearings, however, were necessary. 

On May 10, 1920, acting as conciliators, matters between the Silver 
Falls Timber Company and certain of its employes, were discussed with 
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the managing head of the Company. Upon the basis of assurance of the 
Company of their entire willingness and desire to deal fairly by their 
employes, the hearing was closed and none has been held since, nor have 
there been further complaints filed with the Board. 

On May 26th, the Board, acting as conciliators as to a controversy 
which had arisen between the Milton Creek Logging Company, Briggs, 
Noyes & Holland Co., and their employes, based upon allegations of 
unfair treatment of the men by the Company. A hearing was held on 
June 1st, there being present managing officers' of the Company and a 
number of its employes. At the close of this meeting, assurances were 
made by the employers that its officers had not in the past nor would 
they in the future discriminate against any employee by reason of his 
affiliation with any labor organization. Pending further advices as to 
the status of this matter, the Board has had no further session thereon. 

The Board, acting as arbitrators, on June 10, 1920, met with the 
officers of the Master Barbers' Association of Portland and Journeymen 
Barbers' Union, Local No. 75, of Portland, in the adjustment of differ- 
ences as to wages, hours and conditions. Following this hearing the Board 
issued its findings under date of June 29th. Following this decision, 
request was made by the officers of the Master Barbers Association 
for a re-hearing in order that certain additional evidence might be sub- 
mitted bearing upon the issue. This was granted, hearing being held 
on July 21st, at which time statements, written and oral, were sub- 
mitted by the parties concerned. Following same, the Board issued a 
statement affirming its previous decision. 

There is now in the hands of the Board for further action a petition 
bearing fifty signatures requesting that the Board act in the adjustment 
of a wage issue which has arisen between the signatories, employes, and 
their employer, the C. K. Spaulding Logging Co. A previous request 
for a hearing by a number of the signers of this petition was conveyed 
to the Company in question, followed by a declination on the part of the 
latter. The Board has again submitted the matter to the Company with 
a request that favorable consideration be accorded the same. 

The expenses of the Board thus far have not been relatively large. 
Total outlay for expenses involved up to this date (July 31, 1920), 
aggregate $977.75. Two members have thus far declined to avail them- 
selves of the provision of the law providing for compensation. 

A sufficient period of time has elapsed since the creation of this 
body and the matters submitted to it for arbitration or adjustment 
have been sufficient in number to fairly indicate its need or value to 
the commonwealth. It is the unanimous opinion of the Board that the 
principle sought for in the act is a worthy one and that the method to 
be pursued is in the main correct, and without question makes for harmony 
between the employer and the employee. No suggestion is offered as 
to any additional legislation or change in the e:iisting law. The Board 
has steadfastly declined to arbitrate or sit in on issues involving 
recognition of the so-called closed shop or open shop, confining its offices 
entirely to the consideration of issues involving the questions of wages, 
hours, and conditions. Nor will the Board consider issues if, or while, 
a strike or lock-out exists. As a prerequisite the industry must function. 

It is the experience of the Board that employers generally are sympa- 
thetic and willing and anxious to enlist the services of the Board upon 
nearly all cases at issue, and employes generally are disposed to be 
fair and to lay aside rancor and prejudice in presenting their grievances 
or issues, whatever they may be. There are, of course, exceptions, but 
not many and they grow less with time. 

It is our belief that mandatory laws providing compulsory arbitration 
of questions between employer and employe are of doubtful value or 
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expediency. The application of force does not tend to allay distrust or 
promote good feeling. In so far as may be possible in all of these issues 
which may arise, the spirit of reasonableness, the voluntary approach 
from each side, through and to a medium dispassionate, sympathetic and 
anxious to serve, wherein judicial status, legal phraseology and technical- 
ities are, as far as may be possible, discarded, lends itself more quickly 
to a spirit of all the parties concerned in the questions at issue, as well 
as the body which weighg the merits and demerits of the questions raised, 
which promotes a spirit of good feeling. To be sure, witnesses are sworn, 
there is much documentary matter presented and some forms incident to 
courts which make for courtesy and orderly procedure, are observed. But 
other than these, the hearings of the Board on all questions, have been 
marked by an informality which has hastened final decision -with a 
degree of resultant satisfaction, which is attested by the fact that re- 
hearings have been asked for in but two instances. 

In the first it was granted upon condition that additional evidence 
be submitted. Incidentally it may be stated in this case that a further 
and voluntary increase in the wage scale was made by the asking Company 
within a short period after the request for re-hearing. 

In the second case the request for re-hearing was granted and the 
decision of the Board reaffirmed. 

Some eighteen months have passed since the Board was formed. 
It is not at all likely that there will be frequent call for its services, 
and this is as it should be. Far better for the well-being of industry 
that employer and employee should meet and adjust their differences 
without outside intervention. It is the existence of this body and the 
knowledge of its powers, wisely executed, which constitute its greatest 
factor and aid toward industrial peace.

We also record the activities of a Voluntary Arbitration Board created 
by the Commercial Club and the Central Labor Council of Salem. 

These two bodies, recognizing the futility and waste incident to strikes, 
and being convinced that there is a middle ground where employer and 
employe can meet, decided that if it were in their power Salem should 
be free from serious labor troubles. Representatives from the two bodies 
met and worked out a plan which resulted in the appointment of three 
men from the Commercial Club and three from the Central Labor Council 
and this joint committee has done good work. 

Through its efforts, Salem has been free from strikes and lockouts, 
and all disputes between employers and workmen have been amicably 
settled without cessation of work and without the hatred and ill feeling 
always incident to prolonged labor disturbances. 

If Commercial Clubs and Central Labor Councils in all industrial 
centers in the State would follow the lead made in Salem by creating 
a board to which the worker could appeal for redress of a grievance, 
whether imaginary or real, we feel that Oregon would be entirely free 
from all strife, thus creating a condition of contentment, and general 
satisfaction and encouraging the coming of new industries into the State, 
which in turn would mean a bigger and better Oregon. 
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This Board is working under the name of the Salem Industrial Wel- 
fare Commission, and as we believe it is of general interest to know how 
the Board is organized, we print in full the working rules as adopted 
as well as the report of its activities and the personnel, which is as 
follows : 

Representing the Central Labor Council: C. G. Gray, W, R. Darby, 
L. J. Simeral, President of the Commission. 

Representing the Commercial Club: F. G. Deckebach, W. G. Allen, 
Paul B. Wallace, Secretary of the Commission. 

Rules of the Salem Welfare Commission adopted at the organization 
of the Commission at a meeting held at the Commercial Club of Salem, 
September 9, 1919 : 

1. This board shall be known as the Salem Industrial Welfare 
Commission. 

2. It shall be composed of six members, three of whom shall be chosen 
by the employers of labor and three chosen by the employes. 

3. This Commission shall sit upon the question of wages, hours, work- 
ing conditions and other questions which it shall deem as vitally affecting 
the industrial welfare of the Salem community. 

4. No question of difference shall be considered or investigated except 
it be voluntarily submitted to this Commission by both parties to the 
controversy, with a request from both of said parties in writing and with 
the express understanding that the decision rendered shall be accepted 
by both contending parties. 

5. A decision shall be reached by this Commission entirely upon the 
evidence considered. 

6. The Australian system of ballot shall be used in determining the 
vote of the members of this Commission upon a final decision to be 
rendered. 

7. A ruling made which affects a wage scale or hours shall not go 
into effect for a period of not less than 60 days unless it be shown that 
the party affected had not been notified previous to the commencement of 
arbitration proceedings by this Commission and then only upon the 
expiration of 60 days from time of said notification. 

8. The question of open or closed shop shall not be passed upon by this 
Commission except by specific request of both disputants, in writing, 
and in the vote on this question by this Commission, the vote of each 
individual member of the Commission shall be recorded by the secretary. 

9. In case of a tie vote on a question of decision and which develops 
into a deadlock, it shall be broken by the selection, by the representatives 
of labor, of one man and a like selection by the representatives of the 
employers. The two men so selected shall select a third man and these 
three shall sit with thi^ Commission in a re-hearing of the case upon 
which the deadlock occurred. Or, if it can be done amicably, this Com- 
mission as a whole shall select one man who shall sit with it in a rehearing 
of the case upon which the deadlock occurred. 

10. Any necessary expense incurred by this Commission in a thorough 
investigation of the questions submitted shall be borne by both parties 
to the controversy, equally, or by the Salem Commercial Club. 

11. The testimony of any witnesses or the vote of any member of this 
Commission, in any investigation, shall not be made public by any mem- 
ber of this Commission but shall be held inviolate unless consent of the 
witnesses is had for publication. 
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12. No differences shall be arbitrated where a strike or shut-out is in 
effect except where the offending party withdraws the shut-out or strike 
and resumes operations as previous to the occurrence of the difference 
which this board is asked to arbitrate, with the express understanding . 
that the decision shall be retroactive. 

13. That no one involved in a matter of dispute should be required 
to sit on the Commission, nor should anyone having an interest in the 
matter to be arbitrated be required to sit on the Commission. 

Report 

At a meeting of the Salem Industrial Welfare Commission held 
September 15, 1919, an award was made in the case of arbitration between 
the Capital Typographical Union, the Salem Printing Pressman's Union 
and the publishers of the Salem Statesman and the Salem Capital Journal. 

The award was that the minimum compensation for all journeymen 
members of Capital Typographical Union No. 210 to $6.00 for day 
work and $6.50 per day for night work. Day work to be between 8 
o'clock a. m. and 5 o'clock p. m., and night work between 5 o'clock p. m. 
and 8 o'clock a. m. 

The same award placed the minimum compensation for all journeymen 
members of the Salem Printing Pressmen and Assistants' Union at $6.00 
for day work and $6.50 for night work. The award for cylinder feeders 
was $4.68 for day work and $5.18 for night work. Platen feeders were 
given $3.60 per day for day work and $4.10 for night work. The Commis- 
sion agreed that no additional compensation should be given foreman 
of the pressroom by virtue of his position as foreman. 

During the Spring of 1919, Mr. Spaulding of the Spaulding Logging 
Company, called on the board for advice. All difficulties were settled 
without calling in the Board of Arbitration to act. 

A number of other cases were settled by the advice of the Commission 
without going into official arbitration, due, it is thought, to the fact that 
the Commission was organized to arbitrate matters at any time. 

At a meeting of the Salem Industrial Welfare Commission held 
September 14, 1920, an award was made in the case of the Salem Printing 
Pressmen and Assistants' Union No. 247 and the publishers of the Oregon 
Statesman and the Capital Journal. The findings were that the minimum 
compensation for all journeymen members of Salem Printing Pressmen 
and Assistants' Union 247 should be $39.00 per 44-hour week for day 
work. Cylinder assistants to receive $31.50 for a week of 44 hours, and 
platen assistants $24.00 for a week of 44 hours, day work to mean between 
8 o'clock a. m. and 5 o'clock p. m. and night work between 5 o'clock p. m. 
and 8 o'clock a. m., 50 cents additional per shift to be paid members 
on the night shift.

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FOREWORD 

In the year 1905 the first official report on industrial statistics for 
the State of Oregon, covering the years 1903 and 1904, was issued by the 
Commissioner of Labor Statistics and Inspector of Factories and Work- 
shops. This report, covering the biennium from October 1, 1920, to Sep- 
tember 30, 1922, therefore, becomes the Tenth Biennial Report of the 
Bureau of Labor. The records of the bureau show a complete set of these 
reports, and they portray the development of industry in Oregon. 

The Commissioner of Labor Statistics and Inspector of Factories and 
Workshops was charged, by an act of the Legislative Assembly of 1903, 
with the duty of gathering industrial and labor statistics, and in recent 
years public appreciation of the value of such data has been most pro- 
nounced, especially since we have included in our report an industrial 
directory. The demand for the volume issued two years ago was so great 
that all of the copies were promptly distributed, requests for the book 
coming from all parts of the United States and Canada. 

Our biennial reports have found favor not only among students, inves- 
tigators, officials of other states and the United States, but have proved 
valuable reference documents from year to year. The industrial directory 
included in the last report has proved of great value also, and the same 
will appear in further detail in the volume herewith presented. 

Careful attention has been given to classification of industry in such 
a way as to keep faith with the manufacturers of the state whose reports 
to the bureau are confidential. So promptly have the business interests 
of the state responded to the request for information from this bureau 
during the last year that we feel under great obligation to them for the 
fine spirit of cooperation displayed. 

EXTRACT OF ACT CREATING BUREAU OF LABOR STATISTICS 
AND INSPECTOR OF FACTORIES AND WORKSHOPS 

(Approved February 24, 1903) 

"It shall also be the duty of the officers to collect, assort, arrange, and 

§ resent, in biennial reports to the legislature, on or before the first Mon- 
ay in January, statistical details relating to all the departments of labor 
in the state; to the subject of corporations, strikes, or other labor diffi- 
culties; to trade-unions and other labor organizations, and their effect 
upon labor or capital ; the number and condition of the Japanese and Chi- 
nese in the state, their social and sanitary habits ; number of married, and 
of single; the number employed, and the nature of their employment; the 
average wages per day at each employment, and the gross amount yearly; 
the amount expended by them in rent, food, and clothing, and in what 
proportion sucn amounts are expended for foreign and home productions, 
respectively; to what extent their employment comes in competition with 
the white industrial classes of the state; and to such other matters relating 
to the commercial, industrial, social, educational, moral and sanitary con- 
ditions of the laboring classes, and the permanent prosperity of the respec- 
tive industries of the state as the bureau may be able to gather." 
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FACTORY INSPECTION 

Factory inspection, one of our most important duties, consists of the 
inspection of machinery in the manufacturing plants throughout the 
state, and the reconunendation for safety appliances on all dangerous 
parts of the machinery to make the plants safe for the worker. 

Safety is an art rather than a science, as it involves a large human 
element in addition to its economic and technical phases. What the em- 
ployer can do and pay for in the line of safeguarding is one element, and 
the habits, necessities and welfare of the employes form another element 
in the safety game. In issuing orders to the operators to provide safety 
appliances for machinery, these different phases are taken into consid-- 
cration, and we are pleased to state that we invariably receive the fullest 
cooperation from both employers and employes. To be successful in acci- 
dent prevention it is necessary to reach the individual workman and get 
him interested in his own and his fellow-workers' welfare. We are doing 
this wherever possible, attempting to show individual workmen or groups 
of workmen how serious accidents occur and how they can be prevented. 
To further assist in this work, the Oregon and Columbia River division 
of the National Safety Council, the State Industrial Accident Commission 
and the Bureau of Labor are publishing jointly the "Oregon Safety 
News." It is a publication devoted to safety work in the various indus- 
trial operations of the state and is mailed to operators and workmen en- 
gaged in hazardous employment. 

The work of factory inspection is done by the same four inspectors 
who examine boilers. 

BOILER INSPECTION 

When the A. S. M. E.* Boiler Code was adopted as a standard for the 
construction, installation and operation of steam boilers in this state, a 
technical examination of every boiler in the state became necessary. This 
confronted us with two problems: First, were the deputies then in the 
field, acting as safety inspectors from this bureau, competent to make a 
technical inspection of a steam boiler? Second, were we justified in mak- 
ing an inspection of a boiler on which insurance was being carried and 
which was inspected regularly by inspectors from an insurance company? 

The first question we decided by creating a voluntary board of me- 
chanical engineers to examine and determine the qualification of inspec- 
iors. This board consists of the following members : 

G. A. Covell, dean of engineering, Oregon Agricultural College, 
Corvallis; 

E. F. Stuart, representing the Casey-Hedges Mfg. Co., Portland; 

George F. McDougall, mechanical and consulting engineer, Chamber 
of Commerce, Portland; 

C. B. Paddock, chief boiler inspector, Hartford Insurance Company, 
Portland ; 

C. D. Thomas, chief boiler inspector with this bureau. 

The first four members have devoted considerable time to holding 
examinations of applicants for certificates of competency as boiler inspec- 
tors, and we are greatly indebted to them for their assistance. 

The second problem was solved by calling together representatives of

all insurance companies doing boiler insurance business in this state, and 
Ihey agreed to require all boiler inspectors in their employ, not holding 
certificates of competency as boiler inspectors from other states, who were 
working under the A. S. M. E. code, to take the examination before the 
above-mentioned board, in order to determine their competency. This has 
been carried out and all inspectors employed by this bureau and insurance 
companies in this state are required to take the examination before the 
above board. Under this arrangement, we avoid duplication of inspection 
by accepting reports from the insurance companies made by their author- 
ized inspectors on all boilers insured and regularly inspected by them. 

Our chief boiler inspector is always at the service of the operators, 
and blue prints for proper boiler settings are furnished by this bureau 
free of charge upon request. 

A total of 4,056 boilers have been inspected during the biennium, 
classified as follows:

Number of boilers inspected by Bureau of Labor - 1,585

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ELECTRICAL EQUIPMENT AND WIRING 
INSTALLATION 

(Provided for under chapter 18, General Laws of Oregon) 

Under this law 272 licenses were issued to electrical contractors dur- 
ing the year 1921 by this department, and 229 licenses during the year 
1922. 

There were 947 electrical inspections made in factories during this 
biennium, as well as 253 inspections of electrical installations and equip- 
ment in garages, schoolhouses, dwellings and other buildings. On these 
inspections 127 changes were recommended in order to eliminate fire and 
personal injury hazards, and in 23 instances, where very poor wiring was 
found, recommendation was made that the buildings be completely rewired. 

During the two years we found thirty persons who were wiring with- 
out license. Seventeen of this number took advantage of the opportunity 
which was given th«n to apply at once for license. Of the remaining 
thirteen, one was found guilty and fined $150, but fine was suspended 
on condition that he take out license and comply with the law in future, 
and twelve pleaded guilty and were fined as follows: Five at $25 each, 
three at $15 each, three at $10 each and one at $7.50. In each of these 
cases court cost was assessed also. 

INCREASE OF MANUFACTURING PLANTS 

On October 1, 1920, we had 3,053 manufacturing concerns listed and 
on September 30, 1922, we had 3,725 concerns, which makes a net increase 
of 672. Besides this increase, during the last biennium there were thirty- 
four plants burned and 569 operations discontinued business. 

In these plants 6,187 inspections were made, and recommendations to 
provide safeguards to machinery numbered 11,057. 

One hundred fifty-five additional plants were inspected which were 
not under the factory inspection law. They either employed no one or 
used less than two horsepower. 

Our inspection force consists of one chief boiler inspector, four safety 
and boiler inspectors, and one electrical engineer. 

The activities of the Bureau of Labor can be summed up as follows: 

Inspections of safeguards 6,187 

Boiler inspections 2,067 

Electrical inspections 1,200 

Total , 9.454 

INSPECTION OF PUBLIC SCHOOL BUILDINGS 

Five public school buildings and one high school gymnasium were 
inspected by the bureau during the last biennium. While there is no 
law providing for this class of inspections, the same were made at the 
request of Honorable J. A. Churchill, Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion. Patrons of the school districts, becoming alarmed over conditions 
of their school buildings, appealed to Superintendent Churchill, and he 
in turn requested us to make the necessary inspections. Where a possible 
hazard existed, we felt a moral responsibility to lend our assistance, and 
after making the inspections we recommended to the school boards of two 
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districts that all meetings in their respective school buildings be discon- 
tinued, as we did not consider them safe. In the other three school build- 
ings, and in the high school gymnasium, we recommended extensive 
repairs. 

In each instance we discovered considerable feeling amongst the pa- 
trons of the school district, one faction believing the school building 
unsafe and demanding a new building, and the other faction contending 
the building was safe. Our appearance, however, was the means of bring- 
ing both factions together, and the school board accepted and followed 
our recommendation. 



INDUSTRIAL LIGHTING 

Provided for under chapter 12, Oregon Laws 

In the past many factory owners have failed to realize the importance 
of proper lighting, and in many lighting installations no apparent heed 
has been given to the needs of the particular industries in which the instal- 
lations have been made. The improper or poor lighting which resulted 
has proved to be the cause of many eye diseases. 

Since the adoption of the lighting code, some progress has been made 
in remedjdng conditions. Electrical engineers employed by the bureau 
have made seventy-one illuminating tests in various manufacturing plants. 
Their findings disclosed a number of establishments using more lights 
than would be necessary if same were properly directed and distributed, 
and other plants using insufficient light for the employes to turn out 
the maximum amount of product. 
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CONCILIATION AND ARBITRATION 

Chapter 178, Laws of Oregon for 1919, created the first State Board 
of Conciliation and Arbitration in the country. Its success is deserving 
the highest commendation and its methods and activities suggest what is 
at once the most promising of any yet devised for the settlement of indus- 
trial disputes. 

The liberties established by the constitution, and the price paid for 
them in the blood of martyrs, will ever be a barrier to any effective com- 
pulsory arbitration, and any settlement that is not agreeable to all parties 
to the controversy — if not as a finality, at least as an amicable compro- 
mise until a better adjustment can be devised — ^is but a growing basis 
of future trouble. On the other hand, any settlement of a dispute that 
is brought about through a manly spirit of kindness and compromise 
based on what is seen to be an honest desire to be fair, is a step toward 
that broader cooperation and fellowship which alone is the solution of 
a] I industrial disagreements. 

The second biennial report of the Oregon State Board of Conciliation 
is herewith presented: 

It is deemed wholly proper in this report to cover the activities of this 
board since its formation following enactment of the legislative measure 
under which it now functions. The law in question, termed "An act 
creating a 'State Board of Conciliation' for the settlement of industrial 
disputes between laborers and their employers, and providing for boards 
of arbitration, and defining the powers and duties oi the State Board of 
Conciliation, and boards of arbitration," became effective in 1919 with 
the following personnel : Otto R. Hartwig, secretary, and John K. Flynn, 
<iPpointed by the Governor; William F. Woodward, chairman, elected by 
the Governor's appointees. They have served since their appointment 
and are now serving in the capacities named. 

The board functions as indicated by the title, purely along conciliatory 
lines. Whenever and wherever possible, arbitration enters into the hear- 
ing in each individual case, this whenever the parties concerned so agree. 

The following cases have come before the board for adjustment during 
the term of office of the present members : 

July 2, 1919 — Conciliation: Pacific Telephone & Telegraph Co. vs. 
International Brotherhood Electrical Workers and Telephone Operators* 
Union. 

July 23. 1919 — ^Arbitration : Grain H'andlers vs. Grain Dock Operators 
of Portland, Tacoma and Seattle.

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It seems proper at this time to call attention to the existence of so- 
called compulsory arbitration laws in other states — ^notably Kansas. The 
title of such a law is obviously misleading. Arbitration can not be termed 
such if it is compulsory in its verdict, if the parties do not enter the hear- 
ing as voluntary agents. Effort has oeen made, and no doubt will further 
be made, to commit this state through its legislative body to the form and 
substance of such a law. 

It is the opinion of this board, based upon its experience, that the 
addition of a compulsory feature would not be essentially helpful. The 
weight of public opinion attendant upon a full, free and open discussion of 
the issues involved in each case under consideration will ever be in the 
judgment of this board a factor potent and effective. The elementary 
principles of humanity and justice can better be reached by these methods. 

The board is granted ample powers in securing the attendance of wit- 
nesses and the production of evidence, and if it performs this duty fear- 
lessly and brings into the clear light of day and to public notice all the 
acts of either side of the controversy in question having the slightest 
connection with the issues involved, the verdict of the public will inev- 
itably be on the side of justice and right. There may be delays and appar- 
ent perversions but the ultimate result is certain. 

This may well be instanced by the fact that in every case heard thus 
far where arbitration was voluntarily accepted by the parties concerned 
there has been in no case renewed conflict. Even those cases where con- 
ciliation measures alone were possible by virtue of the refusal, on the 
part of the employers, to accept arbitration, action of the board has been 
helpful and tended toward industrial peace. 

It may well be said that the very fact that employer and employe sit 
together with a neutral body and informally discuss their differences 
and difficulties has ever a sobering . effect in an understanding mind 
hitherto biased or warped. 

Paucity of cases submitted may leave the impression that the need 
for the present law and the body created to carry out its intent is slierht 
in our own commonwealth. On the contrary the very existence of this 
law and sincere effort which those entrusted with its execution have 
put forth toward the specific and final adjustment of industrial difficul- 
ties as presented them, tends in an ever increasing degree to lessen the 
number of those who seek its service. Parties to these controversies con- 
sider well the nrobable results of a hearing and are disposed to anticipate 
the result without resort to board action. Periods of unemployment, de- 
pression in the various industries, the necessary readjustment of wages, 
will ever play their part in contributing to the number of these appeals. 

It may be asserted that the question of hours will rarely be presented. 
The basic working day of eight hours in our state is too firmly established 
for reversal or recession. Even adverse conditions in neighboring states, 
as alleged by the mill operators in the Klamath Falls case, have indicated 
a tendency toward a reform without the state rather than a breaking 
down of the eight hour principle within. 

One of the largest lumber concerns in the United States, after an- 
nouncing through its principals belief in nine or even ten hours, later, 
on the first of August, voluntarily adopted eight hours as its basic work- 
ing day. 

The board notes an ever increasing desire on the part of employers to 
concede in the matter of compensation all that is implied by a "living 
wage," not merely that stipend which will provide food, clothing and a 
roof, but rather and further that which will make for true prosperity 
and self-respecting American citizenship, visioning the day when employer 
and employe shall associate with a conmmon and a high purpose, where co- 
operation, mutual resnect and understanding hearts shall be potent fac- 
tors toward the material prosperity and well being of our commonwealth.

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BRANCH OFFICE IN PORTLAND 

(Report of activities of the office in Portland, in charge of Deputy Labor 
Commissioner W. H. Fitzgerald.) 

The demands for service upon the branch office of the Bureau of 
Labor, located in room 501, Courthouse, Portland, continually grow. It 
largely serves the working class of people — those who have been employed 
on a job and at its termination find difficulty over the pay check or be- 
come involved in dispute over the amount of wages due, and those who, 
having paid a fee at an employment agency for a job, meet disappointment 
when reporting to the prospective employer. It is a place to bring a mis- 
cellaneous lot of complaints. The Commissioner of Labor is charged by 
statute with the enforcement of labor laws, and for lack of force to sur- 
vey the field and detect violations he must, to a great extent, rely upon 
reports brought to his office. 

On the compilation of this report covering a period of two years the 
records show that service in some manner was rendered to 2,312 persons. 
When we speak of records it means that in our files we have a memoran- 
dum indicating something accomplished for an applicant or copies of cor- 
respondence written in an effort to serve. 

By far the largest number of people coming to this office and not in- 
cluded in the above figiires are those seeking information to find a way 
out of some personal difficulty. A large number of working people lean 
on the Commissioner of Labor when anything goes wrong, and when 
consulted we aid them whenever possible. It is a service well worth ren- 
dering. There is need of a legal aid bureau in this city and state. Our 
department comes nearest to supplying that need. Not that we are 
equipped to act in that capacity, but because they have no better place to 
go, we are continually called upon by people in need of such assistance and 
invariably it is a class without funds to employ trained help. A classifi- 
cation may be made as follows :

WAGE ADJUSTMENTS 

The Commisisoner of Labor is not vested with any statutory authority 
in the matter of wage adjustments. It is difficult to make many persons 
realize the fact that what we accomplish is through mediation, concilia- 
tion and the good offices of the department. An effective means resulting 
in the adjustment of many and the most important claims is that of 
getting all parties concerned to meet in our office. It is then that the real 
cause of misunderstanding can be disclosed and in most cases agreement 
reached. It will be noted that 468 claims for wages were filed with' us 
that failed of settlement. In some instances the claims were not provable, 
but the majority represented wages due from employers prone to defraud. 
This condition should not be tolerated, and a remedy should be provided 
so that such a class of employers could be prosecuted for fraud. 
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EMPLOYMENT AGENTS' CLAIMS 

In Or^on there are 23 fee-char^ng employment agencies, 18 of which 
are located in Portland, one each in Astoria, Baker and Pendleton and 
two in Klamath Falls. 

By statute, any person charging a fee for furnishing information or 
securmg employment for another must first procure a license from the 
Commissioner of Labor and be subject to reflation as provided by law. 

It is no small task to meet all persons with grievances arising out of 
employment transactions. In times of industrial activity thousands of 
men are sent out each month. The employment agent with the best of 
intentions will at times recruit men for work that fails to turn out as 
represented, but such class of employment agents will readily repair 
the damage when it appears that a liability has been incurred. It is the 
employment agent who attempts to evade his liability and never does any- 
thing until forced, who brings odium on the emplojnnent business. 

REVOCATION OF LICENSE 

When employment agents refuse to adopt the recommendations of this 
office over claims for refund, the matter is referred to the Commissioner 
of Labor for investigation. Since the last report the Commissioner of 
Labor has found it necessary for cause to revoke the license of two em- 
cmployment agents. One, however, gave a bond and took an appeal to the 
circuit court, where the case is now pending. 

PROSECUTION FOR OPERATION WITHOUT LICENSE 

A concern secured a contract to supply Mexican labor to a railroad 
company in this state. Their chief source of revenue was a monopoly in 
furnishing groceries at an exorbitant price to the workers so supplied, and 
in avoidance of requiring an employment agent's license they adopted a 
subterfuge of pretending to make a "lunch charge." The Mexicans re- 
ported in Portland for distribution to various points in the state, and be- 
fore going they were given a couple of sandwiches or doughnuts to take 
along on the train, for which they were charged $3. It developed that 
they sometimes overlooked giving the doughnuts to the Mexicans, but 
never missed. charging their account with the $3. We prosecuted one of 
the owners and his manager, secured conviction, and a fine of $100 was 
imposed on each. 

PLACEMENTS 

At the end of each week all employment agents file with this depart- 
ment a report of placements, wages paid, fees charged, etc. Taken in the 
ag^egate, these reports furnish fairly accurate information as to the 
activity of industries and the incline or decline of wages. The following 
is the total placements of fee-charging employment offices in Oregon for 
the biennium from October 1, 1920, to September 30, 1922:

FEDERAL DIRECTOR 

By means of a cooperative arrangement existing with the United 
States Em.ployment Service and the Commissioner of Labor, to the writer 
have fallen the duties of Federal Director of the United States Employ- 
ment Service for Oregon. 

The United States Employment Service actively cooperates with the 
pTee Employment Bureau of Portland and similar ones in Eugene and 
Marshf ield. To the two latter cities the federal service extends the mailing 
frank and furnishes supplies to their offices. Federal cooperation witS 
Portland goes further by furnishing a part of the clerical help as well as 
the franking privilege and supplies. 

The free public employment bureau as an institution is here to stay. 
It serves a human purpose by directing the jobless to employment, re- 
lieves distress, and serves employer and employe. It is the best means of 
conserving the social and economic waste caused by the workers searching 
for a job from shop to shop. Twenty-five of the state legislatures have 
adopted some medium of free employment service. 

The great benefit derived from a well-organized employment service 
was fully demonstrated when in coojjeration with the American Legion 
the returned soldier and sailor were given care, and again during the un- 
employment crisis of last winter the Portland Free Employment Bureau, 
cooperating with the United States Employment Service, examined thou- 
sands of men to determine the needy and deserving so as to allocate them 
to the opportunities offered by public improvement projects, municipal 
woodyard and private employers.

PROSECUTIONS 

Of the 274 miscellaneous complaints filed with the Portland branch 
office, it naturally developed that many were unfounded. The larger 
number were found justified but the g^round of complaint was invariably 
removed without invoking" the law. In three instances it became necessary 
to prosecute restaurant keepers for violation of the law which provides; 
for a maximum 48-hour week for waitresses. With each complaint filed,, 
conviction was obtained and a fine imposed. A class of restaurant 
keepers, many of them not citizens, are inclined to employ women seven 
days a week, resulting in frequent reports that the maximum of 48 hours 
is exceeded. A movement has been started among the women employed in 
restaurant work to amend the law to provide for a six-day week. The 
object sought conforms to the aims to which legislation for women in in- 
dustry is directed and is deserving of consideration. 
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MISCELLANEOUS COMPLAINTS 

A total of X45 anonymous and miscellaneous complaints have been re- 
ceived at the Salem office of the bureau. These complaints covered a num- 
ber of abuses, such as : 

1. Violation of the eight-hour law on public works. 

2. Defective machinery. 

3. Poor sanitation. 

4. Overwork. 

6. Compelled to board at company boarding house. 

6. Blacklisting. 

7. Compelling employes to buy stock in order to hold their jobs. 
IVherever possible a personal investigation of these complaints is 

"made, either by the commissioner or one of his deputies. In cases where 
the distance is too great for traveling, an attempt is made to adjust the 
grievance by mail. 

In cases where our efforts at adjustment by correspondence are not 
successful, the work is continued by our inspectors on their next visit to 
the locality from which the complaint comes. 

In the opinion of this bureau a worker who files a complaint of this 
tiharacter usually acts from sincere motives and on the honest belief that 
his contention is right. 

When, after hearing his story, we find that in our opinion his com- 
plaint is not well founded, we are able in most cases to convince him of 
the fact and send him away satisfied. 

We give careful attention to all such cases, however, from the fact 
that, because of the general sincerity of the complainant, to be ignored 
by those to whom he feels it is his right to appeal and be heard, causes 
him to conclude that there is no justice in this country, and such sentiment 
is often expressed. 

The cases enumerated above are but a small per cent of the total of 
such claims coming to this bureau, the vast majority being filed with the 
Portland office, i-eported under the activities of that branch and covered 
elsewhere in this report. 

ADJUSTMENT OF WAGE CLAIMS 

One of the very important functions of the Bureau of Liabor is to assist 
workers to collect wages they have earned in cases where the employer is 
either not aWe or not willing to pay. During the last biennium 485 of 
such cases canie to the main of f ice -at Salem. The bureau was successful 
in collecting i251'of these cases amounting to $6^,419.44. Fifty-two of these 
were in behalf of women who were compelled to perform manual labor 
to support themselves and their families. The amount due them was 
$2,049.61. The other 199 were men and in these cases the amount col- 
lected was $4,368.83. 

In 234 cases, however, this bureau was unable to be of any service to 
the claimant. In some of these cases the attitude of the employer was 
wrong. Admitting the amount claimed was justly due, he stated he was 
unable to pay and would make no definite promise to do so. In a great 
many other cases employers ignored our letters requesting adjustment. 
In still other cases the worker was wrong in claiming amounts not justly 
due. 

While in the majority of these cases the amount involved is small, it 
usually represents all the claimant has, and the principle involved on the 
jiart of the employer in refusing to pay is just as reprehensible as though 
the claim amounted to thousands of dollars. 

Since this bureau has no authority to force collections, its success in 
these cases lies in reason and persuasion only.

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GENERAL STATISTICS 

The greater part of our statistical data for this report consists of 
tables covering manufacturing plants. In gathering this information, 
each plant in the state was furnished a questionnaire on which to make 
a complete report, and this task, of course, entailed considerable corres- 
pondence on the part of the bureau. 

On the whole, the returns proved very gratifying. In some few in- 
stances it was necessary to request additional information and corrected 
reports, but a splendid spirit of cooperation prevailed, for which we are 
very grateful. 

The tables are classified by industry for the entire state, and to all who 
are interested in the progress of the state we believe they will be of some 
value. 

We appreciate the courtesy of all who furnished data for this com- 
pilation, and we are especially indebted to the officers of the associated 
industries and of both the state and Portland Chambers of Commerce for 
the valuable assistance rendered. 

Very interesting facts will be disclosed by a careful analysis of such 
statistics as are available as to output and wages paid during the year 
1920 as compared with the year 1921. It is scarcely to be assumed that 
the discrepancies there disclosed can be accounted for by conditions ob- 
viously possible, yet it must be admitted that such could be the case. It 
is unfortunate, however, that this bureau is not in a position to show, 
by a competent survey, the variations in the cost of living by comparison 
to that of wages paid.

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DIFFICULTY INVOLVING LONGSHOREMEN 

The data contained in this report covers until September 30, 1922, 
only. This fact leaves the reference to the difficulty involving the long- 
shoremen, as represented in the foregoing table, very incomplete. At 
this writing (November 13, 1922) a dispute is in progress which has 
caused cessation of work by many workmen resulting in loss of wages 
and restriction of industry. This bureau has carried on investigations 
and sets forth the position of both sides to the controversy as follows : 

From the Union Standpoint — The first trouble occurred April 23, 
and terminated June 20, 1922. It involved 475 members. The question 
involved was the open shop and the basis of settlement of this dispute 
was the establishing of a neutral hiring hall. On October 13, 1922, 
Local No. 6. Longshoremen, was again involved in a controversy with the 
employers caused by an order being issued that the water front workers 
must register at the neutral hiring hall. Upon the union ignoring this 
order they were locked out. When this order went into effect they had 
635 members. A few days later the Grainhandlers' Union amalgamated 
with Longshoremen No. 6. In all, about 400 grainhandlers joined No. 6. 
These men also joined the ranks of the strikers. Two hundred men wear- 
ing permit buttons, which gave them the privilege of working cargo and 
other privileges of union men, have also joined the ranks of the strikers, 
making about 1,200 men now on strike owing allegiance to Longshoremen 
No. 6, and 275 members of the Marine and Transport Workers, a branch 
of the I. W. W. Thirty men have broken ranks and gone back to work. 
(October 31, 1922.) 

From the Employers' Standpoint — Exception is taken by the employers 
to the statement that the present difficulty is a lockout. On the long- 
shore workers being asked to roister the union voted a strike against the 
order. In justification of the plan of registration it is shown as being of 
benefit to the workers — a time-saver. The docks are distributed over a 
distance of ten miles. It was purposed to have the gang foreman call a 
crew living in the vicinity of the place the vessel docked in order to save 
the loss of time required for the workman to visit the hiring hall and 
return to the dock. That idea, along with the thought of weeding out the 
I. W. W. element, is what prompted the adoption of the registration 
card. The record shows as many men employed now as at any time in the 
past several months. On November 2 registration stopped because of 
more registration than necessary to meet requirements. At that time the 
records showed nonunion 222, union 53, experienced new men 493, inex- 
perienced 377, total 1,145. (November 9, 1922.) 
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THE 4-L 

The Lo^al Legrion of Loggers and Lumbermen, according to a state- 
ment furnished by an officer, dates back to 1916, when the movement 
was first launched in the East and transplanted to the Pacific North- 
west in 1917, where it has since thrived. 

In wartime. Colonel B. P. Disque was the chief executive and continued 
as such until a month after the armistice was signed. In December, 1918, 
Colonel Disque relinquished active connection with the organization and 
in the same month peace time reorganization was effected and P. L. Ab- 
bey became secretary-manager. Subsequently the board of directors of 
the 4-L's elected Norman F. Coleman president, and he has continued 
in that position since. 

The field of the 4-L's is now confined to the three northwestern states, 
Washington, Idaho and Oregon. It is claimed that it differs from a trade 
union in that it organizes the management with the men, does not make 
^*demands," but submits proposals for discussion, and undertakes to settle 
difficulties by conference so that there may be no need of a strike or 
lockout. It is proclaimed that the main purpose of the organization is to 
develop confidence, understanding and cooperation in the northwest lum- 
ber industry between the employes and the management for the good of 
themselves, the industry and the public. 

The officers claim that the 4-L stands for the eight-hour day in the 
lumber industry and that in no instance has the organization receded 
from that principle ; that they have about 10,000 permanent members, but 
that in the course of a year, on account of shifting workers, the member- 
ship rolls will show from 17,000 to 20,000. 

The general dues are 35 cents a month, and the local dues vary from 
b to 15 cents a month. They have no beneficial system, such as sick or 
death benefits, but it is claimed that in some localities comfortable club- 
houses, with modern conveniences, are provided the members. 

DIFFICULTIES INVOLVING MEMBERS OF 4-L 

Some of the members of eight of the 4-L locals had differences with 
their employers in the past two years. In some instances these were caused 
by the employers posting" a notice of a reduction in wages, and in others 
the workers demanded extra pay for overtime and Sundays. In one case 
demand was made that two of the workers be discharged, and in still 
another case a discussion was raised over the employment of aliens. The 
local or plant committee was able to get a conference with the employer 
in every case and the difference was adjusted to the satisfaction of all 
concerned. 
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JAPANESE AND CHINESE POPULATION 

As in our last report, we find Japanese and Chinese laborers engaged 
in section work on railroads, in hopyards, fish canneries and sawmills. 
A good part of their work is seasonal, and as they change frequently 
from one place to another, it has proved rather a difficult task to work 
up our tables without duplications. We are indebted to the county asses- 
sors for data secured from them as to the property owned by the Japanese 
and Chinese; to the Japanese and Chinese consuls for their valuable 
assistance and to all others who furnished us information contained in 
these tables. 

Japanese and Chinese always have been employed in the fish can- 
neries, but of late years they have been introduced into the lumber indus- 
try also. During the year 1920, 28 lumbering firms employed 552 Japa- 
nese, 11 Chinese and 119 Hindus. During the year 1921, the same group 
of firms employed 425 Japanese, 4 Chinese and 61 Hindus.

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SOME OF OUR PROBLEMS 

It is often exceedingly hard to determine the best course to pursue in 
the problems which are presented to the bureau of labor. 

We meet the individual who is always looking for the best end of a 
bargain, the man who has worked on a job for a considerable length of 
time, accepting conditions as he has found them, though probably not as 
they were represented to him when he hired out. When his work is com- 
pleted, he comes to the bureau and insists that he has been damaged, 
claiming that the original agreement has not been carried out and that he 
should be entitled to a considerable amount of money extra on that 
account. To convince this man that he is in the wrong is indeed an 
undertaking. 

Another class of workers hard to satisfy is typified by the man who 
enters into a contract with an employer to do a certain piece of work, 
which may cover the moving of an amount of earth for a stipulated price 
per yard, the cutting of wood to be paid for by the cord, or the cutting 
of logs to be paid for by the thousand feet. In the majority of such cases 
there is no written contract, the agreement being entered into by word 
of mouth, and if it so happens that the worker underestimates the job 
and is unable to make wages while working, he becomes dissatisfied and 
either quits the job before it is completed or finishes the job and then 
finds his way to this office. He advances the argument that he should 
be allowed whatever the going wage is for the class of work he has 
performed, and it is then our difficult task to point out to him, and con- 
vince him, that if he agrees to do a piece of work for a stipulated price 
and later finds he is unable to make a living at such a price, he can not 
force the employer to pay him anything in excess of the contract price. 

Again, we have the class of man to deal with who goes to work on 
a job without having a clear understanding as to what the wage is to be. 
Generally, when the work is completed, he demands more than the em- 
ployer is willing to pay, and upon the employer protesting the employe 
informs him he will have the labor commissioner get a settlement for him. 
Our advice in a case like this is that he should always come to a definite 
understanding as to what he is to receive before starting to work. 

Still another class of worker is typified by the man who hires out by 
the month and after working for a month or longer asks for an increase 
in pay. The employer agrees to the increase if the worker will stay a 
certain period of time, and the worker accepts the proposition but quits 
before the time expires. He then demands the increased pay for the 
time he has worked. In this instance, the worker is in the wrong as he 
has failed to fulfill his part of the bargain. 

However, a very large number of the complaints, filed with us by 
workers who have received unfair treatment from their employers, are 
well founded. 

We have cases where employers who, when hiring workmen, tell them 
they will pay the going wages. Workmen, anxious to work, take the job 
but find that the employer has no established pay day, pays in small 
sums from time to time, and finally, when a workman quits or the job 
terminates, offers in settlement an amount of money considerably less 
than the wages paid for that class of work in other localities. 

There is the employer who well knows when he hires a man that he 
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will not be able to pay for his services ; this employer can not be reached 
through prosecution and he possesses nothing to be levied upon. This 
fact gives him an added feeling of security and he has no compunction 
in defying the worker to get settlement. When this type of employer, 
of small or no means at all, is engaged in a business that is hazardous, 
he carries no insurance for his workman, and in case of an accident 
during the course of employment the workman must bear the burden 
himself. 

An example of such a condition as cited above is one which was 
called to the attention of the bureau where a man leased a sawmill with 
the privilege of later purchasing the same. The timber was bought, 
stumpage to be paid for as it was cut. The man hired a crew of six men, 
took them out to the mill and, after they had worked one week, told them 
he had bought the mill and wanted them to go into partnership with him. 
This they agreed to do and the employer drew up a contract which all 
of them signed. They worked several months and no dividends were 
forthcoming. The workers came to the bureau with their troubles and 
after some delay we finally succeeded in persuading the employer to 
bring to the office the contract which the workers had signed. It pro- 
vided that the bill of lading for all lumber shipped from the mill must go 
through the bank; that the price of the stumpage and the lease of the 
mill must be paid first; that the cost of operating and keeping the mill in 
good repair must be paid second; that the employer should receive a 
stipulated salary per month for managing the business; that he was to 
get also a certain amount each month for the use of his automobile; that 
whatever was left should be divided between the seven of them, the em- 
ployer and the six workmen, pro rata. Of course, there proved to be 
nothing left to divide, and on asking the workmen why they had signed 
such a contract it developed that they were all of foreign birth and could 
neither read nor write English. 

Another class of employer, who is a detriment to the state and to 
society, is the employer who starts an enterprise and in hiring his men 
gives preference to men with families, has them move out to his plant 
and then persuades them to buy stock in his company. They are informed 
that the plant is to be operated on a cooperative basis and that there 
would be no room for any one but a stockholder. In nine times out of ten 
the men buy stock rather than move their families again. Often they 
are not financially able to move them. 

These are only a few of our problems. It has been said that we have 
more laws than needed, but our experience has proved to us that there 
should be greater protection furnished the classes of workers described 
herein. 

We find that certain classes of employers are violating repeatedly 
laws regulating hours of employment on public works and hours of em- 
ploynient for women and minors. It is an endless task to keep a check on 
this class because a large percentage of workers, both men and women, 
aid and abet the employer in violating these laws. We have cases where 
the worker secures permission from the employer to work overtime, and 
later when he is discharged or otherwise loses the job he complains to us. 
The law should be changed in such a way that the worker is amenable as 
well as the employer. This would be fair and just and would tend to 
lessen the number of violations, we believe.
